COPY RESOLUTION 

WHEREAS under the provi¬ 
sions of the Tax Recovery Act, 
mluch time necessarily elapses be¬ 
fore the tax arrears are realized 
upon so as to be of any use to any 
Municipal District. 

AND WHEREAS the method 
of collecting by distraint is fully 
provided for in section 288 of the 
Municipal District Act, and ow¬ 
ing to the drastic methods of col¬ 
lection adopted by. Mahinery 
Companies and Banks—,and the 
taking of crop leases by Mort¬ 
gage Companies making it im¬ 
possible to collect arrears in any 
other way than by distress, 

AND WHEREAS the method 
of collection by distraint is costly, 
payer of arrears under the pres¬ 
ent wording of section 288. 

AND WHEREAS it is feasible 
to so amend section 288, as to 
make this method, much less cost¬ 
ly by levying service of distraint 
by prepaid registered mail, in¬ 
stead of personal service, thus 
saving all mileage charges and 
service fees. 

NOW THEREFORE BE IT 
RESOLVED that section 288 of 
the Municipal District Act he 
amend'ed' by adding after sub-sec¬ 
tion (L) sub-sec. (la), as follows: 

(a) Service of a distress war¬ 
rant by pre-paid registered mail 
shall be considered a good and 
valid distraint .and! a sufficient 
levying, and 1 shall bind all grow¬ 
ing crops- grain, and all and sun¬ 
dry goods and chattels of the 
Owner or occupier of the lands 
mentioned in the distress warrant 
or against all Creditors and for 
all purposes whatsoever and shall 
be sufficient to hold and bind the 
said crops- grain and all other 
goods and chattels. And shall be 
and continue to ',be in full force 
and effect at all times from and 
after the date of issue until the 
31st day of March following un¬ 
less sooner withdrawn in writing 
by the Officer issuing the same; 
and that, in describing such crops 
grain and; other chattels, it shall 
be sufficient if the said warrant 
claims to bind' the whole of the 
growing crops upon the said 
land, together with all grain, 
houses, cattle, machinery and all 
other goods and chattels upon the

Cr. Lang moved! that as the Mu¬ 
nicipal Districts Act did not 
amitho.rize the Council to- loan 
money other than as to certain 
well defined matters, that the 
loan as requested he not, granted. 
Carried un-ainimolusly. 

Dr. Folkins then thanked the 
Council for tliei-r consideration 
and that he fully ‘realized the pos¬ 
ition in which the Council was 
placed by the provisions of the 
Act. 

Clr. McCluskey moved that the 
meeting be adjourned and' the 
next meeting be held at Chauvin 
on Saturday the 2nd day of Au¬ 
gust at 1.30 p.m. Cairried!.
